SACRAMENTO, May 26 — A 
study of possible legislation to set 
up a “workable approach’”’ to re- 
solve farm labor disputes in Cali- 
fornia is sought in a resolution 
presented by State Senator How- 
ard Way to the California State 
Senate in Sacramento. 

The resolution has been sent to 
the Senate Rules committee to be 
assigned to an appropriate interim 
committee which will study farm 
labor disputes and submit its find- 
ings, conclusions and recommenda- 
tions to the Senate in its 1967 ses- 
sion. 

“It becomes increasingly evi- 


dent that methods of arbitration 
used in conventional labor dis- 
putes are not going to work in 
farm labor disputes’, Senator Way 
said in commenting on the ob- 
jectives of: the interim study re- 
quested by the resolution. 

“When a perishable crop is ready 
for harvest, the farmer has no bar- 
gaining power, and when there is 
no crop to harvest, the worker has 
no bargaining power. Such condi- 
tions seldom pertain to industrial 
employer-employee negotiations. 
For the welfare of agriculture, 
farm labor, and the consuming 
public, we must seek to solve the

unique problems of labor relations 
in agriculture by means which 
will be reasonable and mutually 
acceptable.” 

The resolution recognizes as 
public policy under state law the 
right of the worker to designate 
representatives of his own choos- 
ing to negotiate terms of his em- 
ployment under collective bargain- 
ing. 

‘“‘While some machinery exists’’, 
the resolution states, ‘for the res- 
olution of farm labor disputes, it is 
apparent that a need may exist 
for an effective arbitration serv- 
ice, conciliation service, stabiliza- 
tion committee, or such related de- 
vices that would possess the facil- 
ity to act promptly and in a ju- 
dicious manner so that costly farm 
labor disputes may be brought to 
a swift and amiable conclusion. 

“The ‘farmer cannot set the 
price of his product on the market 
nor can he control his production 
on a day to day basis; neither can 
he, because of the perishable na- 
ture of his product, be said to pos- 
sess equal bargaining power. Un- 
less some type of just, equitable 
and workable approach can be de- 
vised to resolve bona fide farm la- 
bor disputes, the state’s economy 
will be in jeopardy and all parties 
to the dispute, including the con- 
suming public, will experience 
losses which can never be _re- 
gained.”
